The Lady Pacer lennis team, which 
played like champions all year, made 
it official Saturday. 

The team claimed UTM’s second 
consecutive OVC championship Sat¬ 
urday afternoon, winning over 
Middle Tennessee Stale University in 
Nashville. 

•TheLidyPicers defeated 
Blue Raiders. 65-49. and after win¬ 
ning back-to-back titles, coach Den¬ 
nis Taylor's team collected 11 con¬ 
ference post-season awards. 

"This was one of those tourna¬ 
ments where everything seemed to 
fall in place." Taylor said. 

"My club worked extremely hard 
all season long, and we certainly de¬ 
served to win the championship once 
again." 

Senior standouts Caroline Groves 
and Anna Davis, both from England, 
finished their careers at UTM on a 
high note. 

Groves, who misscdJast season’s 
OVC tournament with a knee injury, 
upset top-seeded Esra Bayburt of 
MTSU, 7-5, 4-6. 6-4, to claim the 
singles title. 

Groves, an All-OVC academic All- 
American, was named OVC Player- 
of-the-Year for her performance this 
year. 

Davis finished second in the tour¬ 
nament after losing a close singles 
match to Tennessee Tech’s Maricta 
Valkova. 

The Lady Golden Eagles ended up 
placing third in (he OVC champion¬ 
ships 

The English connection of Groves 
and Davis teamed up after their 
singles matches to take the title in 
doubles competition. 

Groves’ parents, John and Janice 
Groves, made the trip from England 
to watch their daughter's champion¬ 
ship performance Saturday in Nash¬ 
ville.

The UTM rodeo teams have quali¬ 
fied for the teams’ 21 si trip to the 
National College Finals Rodeo in 
Bozeman. Mont., June 12-18. 

/ The top two teams and top two in¬ 
dividuals in each of the 11 National 
Jntetcollegiate Rodeo Association re¬ 
gions qualify for the nationals. 

The UTM teams closed the mne- 
rodeo 1994-95 season last weekend 
with the men finishing first and the 
women finishing third at the home 


rodeo. Almost 7.000 came out to sup¬ 
port the teams. ' 

"It’s hard to describe how impor¬ 
tant that community support is." 
UTM rodeo coach Tony Coleman 
said. ‘This weekend’s rodeo was our 
only home rodeo and the only chance 
for the team to show off in front of 
the home folks." 

Also important to note is that the 
money brought in at the gate is the 
rodeo budget for the next year. "We 


can’t operate without it," Coleman 
said. "I appreciate the community 
coming .out to support our team."

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Dedication ceremony Friday names 
UTM Ag Pavilion after McWherter 


A dedication ceremony Friday 
night at UTM renamed the West Ten¬ 
nessee Agricultural Pavilion and 
other facilities as the Ned Ray 
McWherter Agricultural Complex. 

The UT Board of Trustees ap¬ 
proved the name change earlier this 
year because funding for the pavil¬ 
ion came during McWherter's term 
as Tennessee Speaker of the House. 

The stalling facilities were built 
during his first term as governor, and 
appropriations for the swine and feed 
grain research facility yet to be built 
came during his second term. 

The complex includes the Ag Pa¬ 
vilion, stalling facilities and the 
swine and feed grain research facil- 

ily - -X * 

The swine and feed grain research 

facilities aren’t built yet, but con¬ 
struction will begin soon. 

The research facility where swine 
will be raised will be built on the 
north side of Hyndsver Road in Mar¬ 
tin on property owned by the UT Ag¬ 
riculture Experiment Station. 

The swine research headquarters 
will be located just west of the Ag 
Pavilion where the beef bam is now 
located. 

"His assistance to UTM, agricul¬ 
ture and our community has been 
ever-present, and we will never for¬ 
get it," said Chancellor Margaret 
Perry during dedication ceremonies 
held prior to the UTM rodeo team’s 
three-day regional competition. 

"It is entirely appropriate we 
should name this complex for Ned 
McWherter." 

UT President Joseph Johnson said 
some of the reasons the complex was 
named after McWherter were be¬ 


cause it's in his front yard (Weakley 
County is McWherter’s native 
county), he's interested in agriculture 
in West Tennessee and "he was a fan¬ 
tastic governor for eight years." 

UT Board of Trustee member 
Houston Gordon said, "The Univer¬ 
sity of Tennessee at Martin is a part 
of West Tennessee and part of the tra¬ 
dition that makes West Tennessee 
what it is." 

Prior to unveiling a plaque recog¬ 
nizing McWherter, Gordon said the 
former governor is an example of 
what West Tennessee is. 

Calling it a "tremendous honor" 
McWherter said he would always be 


proud that he grew up in West Ten¬ 
nessee, but said others were respon¬ 
sible for making such a complex pos¬ 
sible. 

He recognized Dr. Neils “Doc" 
Robinson, a UTM Agriculture pro¬ 
fessor who died last year, as playing 
a role in getting the Ag Pavilion built 
11 years ago. 

"He told me this agricultural pa¬ 
vilion would be like the performing 
arts center to the people of New York 
City," McWherter said. 

The ag complex was also an honor 
to Robinson's memory, McWherter 
said, “that’s the man who inspired me 
to get the funding for this arena."

Capital campaign is 
$6.5M into $11M goal

UTM's Capital Campaign, which 
has a goal of raising S 11 million, has 
already produced S6.5 million. 

In November of last year, after al¬ 
ready having raised $5.2 million. 
UTM announced the Capital Cam¬ 
paign. aimed at raiding a total of $ 11 
million. 

After only six months, the amont 
has risen to $6.5 million. The goal 
of the campaign is to raise the $11 
million by June 1998. 

Len Hoffman, director.of the De¬ 
velopmental Office, said that those 
participating in the effort hope to 
meet and exceed the goal. 

She also said that the money, will 
do a lot of good for UTM. 

. “(The program is) built to enhahee 
the academic climate for students and 
faculty,” Hoffman said. 

Campaign money has largely been 
obtained from alumni, friends of the 
university, corporations and founda¬ 
tions. 

Some funds have also been raised 


from internal staff and faculty fund- 
raising. 

This part of the fund drive, termed 
the "Family Campaign.” has brought 
in a total of $450,000. 

That’s $100,000 more than the 
original goal. Hoffman said that fac¬ 
ulty and staff have been extra sup¬ 
portive this year in their contribu¬ 
tions. 

The participation for the Family 
Campaign has increase^ from 26 per¬ 
cent last year to 52 percent in the past 
year. 

Hoffman also said that the univer¬ 
sity hopes to recieve half a million 
dollars from retired faculty by the end 
of the campaign. 

Funding priorities from the cam¬ 
paign will go to faculty development 
endowments, academic equipment, 
scholarship and library endowments, 
department enhancement funds, pro¬ 
fessorships, athletic scholarships and 
regional centers of excellence.

Students and faculty received a shock 
when they returned to campus last fall, and 
it wasn't jusi froShe opening of 
Treasures during summer. 

After six years of service, Vice 
Chancellor of Academic Affairs Dr. Frank 
Black officially relinquished his position 
on Aug. 16. After a leave of absence. 

Black returned to teaching in the School of 
Education in January. 

An advisory search committee, 
composed of six representatives elected 
from each of the academic schools and 
five people appointed by the chancellor, 
was formed to find a replacement; Dr. 
Maurice Field was elected chair. Assistant 
Vice Chancellor of Academic Affairs Frhn 
Johnson stepped in to fill the position until 
a replacement could be hired. 

The committee’s goal was to have the 
position filled by the end of the fall 
semester, but it soon discovered this would 
be impossible, because the overwhelming 
number of applicants — 130, to be exact.

And with this year of change coming to a 
close, The Pacer remembers the five biggest 
news stories over the past two semesters. 

MASCOT CHANGE 

“What exactly is a pacer?’’ 

That simple question prompted events that 
developed into one of UTM’s biggest news 
stories of the year. 

After more than a semester of research and 
committee meetings, the historic 
announcement came Tuesday: the new 
mascot is the UTM Skyhawks. 

Students first got wind that administration 
was unsatisfied with the Pacer in late 
September. Athletics Director Benny Hollis 
and Director of University Relations Bud 
Grimes met with SGA to discuss the idea of 
changing the mascot. After getting positive 
feedback from many students, staff and 
alumni, and being given the go-ahead from 
Chancellor Margaret Perry, a committee was 
formed in November to further research the 
issue. 

Early in the spring semester, the committee 
began working with the Nashville public 
relations firm Dye Van Mol & Lawrence. 

The committee told the firm to evaluate

The committee eventually 
narrowed the number to seven 
candidates. A narrative summary, 
listing the strengths and 
weaknesses of the seven 
candidates, and a list of everyone 
who had applied, was submitted to 
Chancellor Margaret Perry, who 
presented it to the UT system in 
Knoxville. 

After receiving UTs approval, 
interviews were scheduled for each 
of the candidates. 

Those seven candidates arc: Dr. 
Kendall A. Blanchard. Dr. David 
Crockett. Dr. David Eisler, Dr. 
Charles O. Kroncke, Dr. Larry M 
Landis. Dr. Jo Ann Asher 
Thompson and Dr. David Williams. 

Interviews began on March 29 
and will continue through May 2. 

At that time, the VCAA Advisory 
Search Committee will present its 
recoinmendaliorts to Perry, who in 
turn will present her 
recommendation to the UT system. 

“We had so many qualified 
people apply,” Field said. 

“The interviews have gone well. 

I expect the chancellor will be 
pleased with our decision.” 

THE SAC 

A new student organization was 
created this year that changed the 
face of campus entertainment. The 
Student Activities Council (SAC) 
was created last October by SGA to 
oversee all student entertainment. 

The idea of the SAC came about 
when former SGA vice president 
James Alexander attended a student 
activities conference in 
Birmingham. Ala., and realized that 
most college campuses had 
separate committees to handle 
entertainment. Until this year, 
student entertainment had been 
coordinated by SGA and Campus 
Rec. 

* SGA quickly drafted and 
approved a constitution for the 
SAC. largely based on the 
constitutions from other campus 
entertainment committees. The 
SAC was divided into seven 
committees, now eight, each being 
led by a student chair. 

Overseeing all the committees 
would be the SAC’s first executive 
chair. Heather Stigall, a junior 
Marketing major from Camden, 
Tenn. was appointed to the post in 
early February from a pool of 10 
candidates. 

Probably the most visual of the 
SAC’s activities was the Cafe 
House. Almost every week the Cafe 
House committee sponsored 
entertainment, usually held in the 
Food Court, free to all students. 

Among the acts that have 
performed this year have been: The 
Windows, Mother Crush and 


student bands 27B—6 and F^fix 

In addition to the Cafe House, the 
SAC had a hand in almost all 
campus entertainment, including 
the All-Nighter, the Carrot Top 
concert and Tuesday’s Summer 
Daze festival. 

In the years to come, all campus 
recreation will be organized by the 
SAC, Richard Shoeberl said, 
special activities coordinator for 
Campus Rec and adviser to the 
SAC. 

“I lookJor the SAC to take the 
reins totally away from SGA and 
Campus Rec in doing all the 
student entertainment 
programming.“ Shoeberl said. 

"They will provide better quality 
entertainment for UTM students. I 
look for them to expand on their' 
existing ideas and reach the 
students on campus who have not 
been reached in the past.” 

RODEO TRAGEDY 

On Wednesday. Sept 22, 1995. 
Valeric Odette Devillers tried 
something that ho other woman on 
the UTM rodeo team had ever 
done. 

At a rodeo practice session at the 
UTM Equine Center and Rodeo — 
Practice Center. Devillers. a 
freshman Animal Science major 
from Verac. France, was making 
her third attempt to ride a 
saddlebronc. 

Saddlebronc riding was her 
dream. It was the reason she came 
to UTM. 

Devillers died while pursuing 
that dream when the horse she was 
riding bucked her off. stepping on 
her. She was pronounced dead 
shortly thereafter. 

Campus memorial services were 
held for Devillers two days later, 
with about 150 present. 

Friends remembered Devillers as 


avoung woman filled 

with life and dedicated to her 

dreams. 

“Although Valerie had only been 
part of our cajnpusTvecy short 
time, she had-so quick (y become a 
part of our university family,” 
Chancellor MargWt Ferry said. 

NEW LIBRARY 

Well, for those of you graduating 
this semester, it just wasn’t meanf 
to be. One thing our interim library 
did offer, unlike many other • 
libraries, was exercise. 

When school started in the fall, 
the library was slated to be open at 
the beginning of January. It wasn’t. 
Reasons for that delay were 70 
days of rain, labor shortages and an 
unexpected delay in asbestos work. 

The next option was to wait and 
move during Sprihg Break and then 
finish the move a few days after the 
break ended. That didn’t happen 
either. 

Now, it is supposed to be ready 
for use at the beginning of the first 
summer term, starting May 29. 

' The entire library should be 
operational by then with two 
exceptions, said Library Director 
Joel Stowers. 

The special collections area, 
whidt will house papers from cx- 
Gov. Ned Ray'McWherter and 
Holland McCombs, may not be 
ready then. 

Also, thp computer lab will not 
be ready because funding for this is 
not currently available. 

The library-will shut down on 
May 11 to begin a massive moving 
project that should be complete by 
May 29, Stowers said. 

If books are not returned by May 
10 . there will not be another chance 
to return them until May 30. he 
said.

Weant also attended other work¬ 
shops dealing with early childhood 
education, portfolio assessment, 
multicultural issues and integrated 
curriculums. 

“I was able to bring teachers’ ideas 
from around the world back to our 
community, and I know the people i 
work with can gain knowledge as 
well,” Weant said. 

The LRC provides a place for 
teachers to get NASA material even 
if they’ve not close to NASA opera¬ 
tions. Teachers can copy materials 
from the center or duplicate NASA 
tapes from the NASA Teacher Re¬ 
source Center. Teachers can also 
learn how'to build their own multi- 
media presentations by using avail¬ 
able software and viewed demonstra¬ 
tions of the material on hand.

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Track team improves at SEMO 
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Denko finishes 
first in 10,000 
meter sprint

The UTM Lady Pacer track team, 
which finished eighth overall in the 
OVC outdoor championships a year 
ago, placed seventh Saturday in the 
conference at Southeast Missouri 
State University. 

The Lady Pacers combined for 28 
points in Saturday's championship 
events, 20 points better than in last 
season's championships. 

Southeast Missouri Slate, the host 
school, took the top spot in this year’s 
OVC outdoor events scoring 193.5 


points. 

Middle Tennessee Slate, last year’s 
champion, finished second with 
149.5 points. 

Once again, UTM’s top perfor¬ 
mance came from freshman Dorothy 
Denko. who finished first in the 
10 ,000-meter run. 

The former Knoxville West High 
star, who is originally from Poland, 
was the only Lady Pacer to take a top 
spot in Saturday’s competition as she 
won her event in 38:51.58 seconds. 

Denko, who placed first in the 
3,000-meter run two weeks ago in 
Memphis, settled for fifth place in * 
that same event in last week’s cham¬ 
pionships. 

“The 10,000 meters was a hard 
race, and it took such a long time to 
complete ik” Denko said. "Though 
it look long, I’m happy that I won 


that event." 

Sophomore Ki va Taylor (Memphis 
Hamilton) and freshman Roshanda 
Johnson (Memphis Harding Acad¬ 
emy) finished fourth and seventh, re¬ 
spectively, in the triple-jump event. 

Johnson, LaQuesha Brown (Mem¬ 
phis East) and Sheena Lewis (Mem¬ 
phis East) also landed top-10 perfor¬ 
mances Saturday as the feshman trio 
placed eighth, ninth and tenth in the 
100 -meter dash. 

Former Hendersonville High 
standout Amanda Johnson capped the 
Lady Pacer finishers with a seventh- 
place landing in the high jump event. 

Johnson finished her event, soar¬ 
ing 10 feet. 

UTM’s final meet is Saturday 
when the Lady Pacers lake part in the 
Murray State Invitational outdoor
